Such,  ail  amount  can  scarcely  be  ap¬ 
preciated.  H  is  thirty  times  greater 
than  the  Mnouut  ordinarily  in  poesee 
s run  of  the  United  Stales  Treasury. 
It  is  four  UmeB  as  large  as  the  sum 
total  of  tlie  nation's  immediate  re¬ 
sources,  a*  shown  by  official  report  of 
he  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  at  the 

id  of  thd  last  fiscal  aieor  The  whole 
debt  of  the  nation  before  the  war  was 
about  $65,000,000,  only  slightly  more 
than  2  per  cent  of  the  total  of  Brit¬ 
ain's  holdings  in  America.  The  Brit¬ 
ish  of  tedsy,  if  they  could  realize  on 
their  investments  at  par,  could  pay 
our  national  debt  forty-six  tunes  by 
simply  selling  their  present  America u 
securities.  At  the  end  of  the  civil 
war  the  national  debt  was  $2,700,000 
000,  or  $600,000,000  leBs  than  what 
the  British  now  own  in  the  United 
States.  Today,  with  the  national 
debt  fallen  to  about  $1,500,000,000 
the  British  could  pay  it  twice  over  by 
taking  out  of  the  American  pocket 
that  which  belongs  to  them. 

The  amount  reqnired  to  be  paid  as 
interest,  dividends  or  profits  on  these 
foreigi  holdings  of  securities,  if  no 
more  than  five  per  ceot  annually,  is 
$162,000,000.  Whatever  the  sum 
may  be,  it  is  “gold  going  abroad,’ 
not  expended  here,  unless  it  returns 
to  make  new  investments  for  «the 
wealth-absorbers  of  Europe,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  ruinous  financial 
policy  that  for  the  past  thirty  years 
has  beeu  taking  abroad  the  cream  of 
the  wealth  produced  in  this  country 
This  suicidal  policy  in  large  measure 
accounts  for  the  hard  times  and  low 
prices  of  onr  productions  and  increase 
in  the  value  or  purchasing  power  of 
money  by  the  single  gold  standard. 

Why  England  is  opposed  to  the 
free  coinage  of  silver  and  bolds  fast 
to  gold  monometallism,  with  the  con 
uivance  and  alliance  of  our  American 
Tories,  was  recently  shown  in  a  de 
bate  on  tbe  silver  question  in  the 
United  States  Senate.  Senator  Dan- 
.  iel  was  speaking,  when  he  was  inter¬ 
rupted  by  Senator  Gray  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  question  :

“Tbe  resistance  in  the  British 
House  of  Commons  to  the  whole  the- 
orv  of  binaetdliam  was  based  upon 
tbe  propcauinu  which  the  Senator 
from  Delaware  is  now  denying  It 
was  based  u(x>n  the  proposition  that 
it  would  make  Great  Britain  pay 


higher  prices  for  all  the  produce 
which  she  buys  from  other  nations. 
I  will  read  the  Senator  a  portion  <-f 
the  speech  of  Sir.  W.  Harconrt,  who 
addressed  the  House  of  Commons  <>u 
that  subject.  He  said : 

■  There  lia*  been  something  aaid  about 
England  as  the  creditor  country,  and 
nobody  who  heard  it  will  have  forgotten 
that  remarkable  speech  which  whs  Jn  id*- 
by  Mr.  Gladstone  in  this  house  when  h*- 
lost  spoke  upon  the  subject,  when  he 
held  up  to  the  scorn  of  mankind  the 
proposal  that  the  great  creditor  country 
should  go,  hat  in  hand,  to  beg  the  world 
to  pay  10  shillings  in  the  pound.  (Laugh 
ter  )  That  is  practically  the  result  that 
the  bimetallic  system  would  brmgaU.ut 
(“Hear !  hear !")  Of  course  it  ia  sai  l  w* 
receive  more  for  our  money.  The  fact 
is,  we  are  not  paid  ia  gold,  its  every  Ixxly 
knows,  but  in  commodities.  The»>-  ;ne 
the  commodities  upon  which  our4p*-o|»le 
live,  and  therefore  we  are  to  go  round 
the  world  to  heg  them  in  return  for  t In- 
gold  we  have  lent  them  to  send  fewer 
commodities.  Is  it  possible  to  conceive 
idiocy  going  further  than  that?  (Laugh¬ 
ter  and  “Hear!  hear!”)  We,  who  have 
lent  £100,000,000,  perhaps  £1,000,0  D.iMMt, 
to  foreign  nations,  as  to  beg  tnem  t<> 
give  us  less  iu  exchange  tor  that  tumiey 
tliau  they  do  at  present.  ("Hear!  brin  ! 
It  is  really  hardly  possible  to  stab-  a 
case  of  that  kind  and  imagine  any  per¬ 
son  would  adopt  it.  I  know  they  say 
that  under  the  bimetallic  system  silver 
will  really  be  exactly  worth  as  ulu<  li  as 
gold.  If  you  believe’lhat.  w  ill  you  show 
the  sincerity  of  your  belief  by  giving  an 
option  to  the  creditor  as  well  as  the 
debtor?  (“Hear!  hear!”) 

‘Sir,  there  is  tuy  answer  to  you* 
question.  Tbe  decimation  of  the 
British  gold  stun* lurd  men,  the  o|>eu 
and  declaied  purpose  to  buy  from  us 
all  that  they  get  cheaper,  and  the 
appeal  to  Britons  to  stum  I  by  them 
u  on  the  ground  that  it  would  lie 
uliocy  fur  Great  Britain  to  wuut  to 
pay  more — and  while  I  would  not 
use  such  a  term  as  “idiocy,”  or  use 
any  term  which  might  r<  fleet  upon 
honorable  gentlemen  who  debar 
with  me  on  ibis  subject,  I  do  mi> 
that  it  ia  the  most  singular  pi<  ce  • 
fatuity  that  I  have  ever  seen  fur  ih 
great  debtor  nation  of  the  world  and 
the  great  productive  nation  of  lie 
world  to  he  constantly  laboring  in  its 
legia!ali\e  Ixxlits  to  increase  .  i 
burden  of  those  debts  upon  i 
people,  and  to  change  the  atandx 
of  tin  in  i  i  order  to  pay  Britons  ;2 
where  they  owe  $1,  and  bear  down 
thi  prices  of  their  wheat  and  ibnr 
oo. u  and  their  iron  and  their  vo  I 
and  their  cottou  in  the  markets.”
